Responsible |fa Banker Advises Caution in 
’ Western Finance ! 


(Continued from Page One) 


ial train to Weyburn and Yellow 
Grass, returning, to Moose Jaw 
and back to Winnipeg again over 
the main line. At Winnipeg they 
were joined by Mrs, Walker,Miss 
Walker and Miss Cassels, of To- 
ronto, who will accompany them 
across the continent. From there 
they came on by ee ial train,vis 
iting Dauphin, Gilbert Plains, 
Kenors . Varda, Humboldt,L loyd 
minster, Kamsack and Vegre 
ville. and Vermilion en route. 

From Edmonton they will go 
south to Calgary, east to Medi- 
cine Hat, over the Crow’s Nest 
line to Nelson and Greenwood, 
back to Macleod, north to Cal- 
gary, and over the C. P. R. main 
line to Vancouver and Victoria. 
After a side trip to Nan: uimo and 
Ladysmith, Seattle and Portland, 
Oregon, will be visited. Here 
Mr. Walker will leave the pri- 
vate car, which will return to 
Montreal with Mr. Cassels and 
party, while Mr. Walker will go 
south to visit the San Francisco 
branch and return home through 
«he Southern States after a tr ip of 
ten thousand miles. 

“T have found business good. 
exceptionally good,” said Mr. 
Walker. * There has been a gen- 
eral advance in land values, “but 


I think that there jas not yet 
been anything to endanger — the 
future, at least so far as farm 
lands are concerned. I think 
that there is room for a little 


caution with regard to real estate 

prices in western cities. I find, 
for instance, that real estate m™ 
‘most western towns is relatively 
higher than in towns tw ice or 
three times the size in- eastern 
Canada; in some places higher 
than in towns four times the sam 
size. I do not say that they will 
not ultimately reach those values, 
but it may take some time and in 
the meantime some one may be 
severely punished. This is an 
unfortunate circumstance as it 1s 
likely to have an effect on w estern 
credit in the eastern market and 
the west is going to need a great 
deal of eastern money, for many 
years to come. 

“In what way?” 

“In what way: well, now, let 
me show you. In the country be- 
tween here and Vermilion, for in- 
stance, the real work of farming 
has not vet actually commen ced. 
Practically speaking there ar 
only a few thousand acres work- 
ed vet. In order to cultivate this 
land. to build fences and houses 
and buy machinery, stock and 
betterments of all kinds the far- 
mer must have money. To build 
the sidewalks and other public 
works the municipalities must 
have a lot of money. The rail- 
roads being built must have 1. -n- 
ey. In fact, to make this as in- 
tense a civilization as they have 
in Southern Manitoba or in On- 
tario, this country will require to 
borrow money for many years to 
come. The one hundred million 
bushels which is being raised in 
the west will not furnish any- 
ithink like the capital that will 
be necessary. The money most 
come from the east and the west 
must keep itself on good terms 
with eastern Canadian and Eur 
opean money markets.” 

“You mean, Mr. Walker, that 
we are mortgaging the future?” 

“Precisely. 

“And you think that the pre- 
sent price of real estate binds thi 
future for too long a time, but 
that the present ‘price of farm 
land does not?’ 

“Well,’ said Mr. Walker, 
“farm land has jumped from $3 
or $4 an acre to $10 or over. 1 
uc not say it is too high, but 1 
think it 1s unfortunate that the 
farmer is required to pay this 
price, Of course, if we take the 

ease of a farmer from Kansas 0i 
Ayatira slat who has sold out land 
that was no better for anywhere 
from $40 to $100 an acre, he will 
probably wonder why they 
should let him have Alberta land 
for that price. and he will buy 
it: But it is unfortunate that 
there should be any middleman. 
Of course this brings us to the 
question of the wisdorh of the 
polici ies of governments in hold- 
ing, the land, a subject on which 
I am not prepared to speak. 
Grants have been given to rail- 
road companies; these grants 
have been turned over to private 
companies, and the settlers are re- 
quired to pay the cost. 

Asked about the market . for 
municipal bonds in the east, Mr. 
Walker said that so far there 
ae plenty of money for munici- 
palities as far as they had gone 
and that Canada is a better mar- 
ket for this class of securities 
than the old country. He did not 
believe in municipal ownership 
and apprehended that a general 
poliey of municipal ownership 


would ficod the market and have 
a tendency 
the price 


Toronto and Montreal are the 
Phone 250 best markets as long as the bulk 


to materially reduce 
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of securities offered is not too 
great. It is like a jug; when the 
jug is filled there is difficulty to 
dispose of the overflow. There 
are only a Certain number of pur- 
chasers of municipal debentures; 
four or five life insurance com- 
panies, some loan and trust com- 
panies and concerns of that class. 
As long as the bulk of debentures 
offered is not larger than — these 
concerns are ready to take off the 
market, Toronto will continue to 
be the best place to market west- 
ern debentures, but whén the 
bulk is too great they will have 
to go to London. In the old coun- 
trv market they will come 
pats: an immense mass of mun- 
icipal and county bonds, most'y 
raised for the purposes of muni- 
cipal ownership and which are 
not now bringing a very high 
price. Of course money has been 
very dear in London ever since 


the South African war. Con- 
sols, for instance, which sold for 
112 before the war are now 87 


and 88. These are no less valu- 
able security than they were be- 
fore, but conditions have chang- 
ed. Money is dearer. And the 
vast amount of municipal deben- 
tures thrown on the market for 
use in municipal ownership un- 
deriakings has had the effegt of 
reducing the rank of this class 
f securities from being the best, 
next to consols. to being dhird 
or forth elass.” 

“T do not care to be quoted as to 
the wisdom or policy of municipal 
ownership, such as of street railways, 
electric power plants, and so on, but 
{ am free to state that there is such 
an immense amount of work that these 
western municipatities have to do 
along lines that are incontestibly lines 
for public jundertaking, such as sew- 
ers, waterworks, paving, sidewalk con- 
struction and such works, that if the 
municipalities do this work well they 
will find it plenty to do for 
years to come ’’ 

“Referring diréctly to Edmonton,” 
said Mr. Walker, ‘‘as long as your city 
does not require over $100,000 or 
$200,000 a year the Canadian market 
is Tie best and there will be no diffi- 
culty in finding that much money.” 

Whether Edmonton would be able 
to find the money to finance a street 
rairway scheme, was a subject Mr. 
Walker did not care to discuss in point 
but he made a brief ailusion to the 
fact that Winnipeg at the present mo- 
ment was undertaking a large power 
plant scheme while the presence of 
typhoid in their city was “an indica- 
tion that they were behind in other 
public works of great necessity.

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A SPLENDID RECORD 
British 
been regarded as model roads so 


railways have long 
far as the safety of passengers is 
concerned. This is the more sur- 
prising because the British zoads 
operate through a densely settled 
country and their traffic is con- 
sequently enormously greater 
than even in the older settled por- 
tions of America. Despite the 
great number of trains operated 
and the speed.at which they are 
run, the splendid roadbeds and 
equipment of the roads together 
with the vigilant regulations and 
supervision of the authorities re- 
duces the danger tothe minimum 
and accidents involving loss of 
life have been remarkably few in 
comparison to those on roads else- 
where in the world. Nowhere as 
the superiority of the British 

connection been 


roads in this 


more freely admitted than by the 


more reliable papers in the Unit- 
ed States which have held up the 
British roads as examples which 
should be followed by the railway 
systems of their own country. 

Despite the recent wrecks of 
the “steamship” express and of 
the “Scotch” express, the British 
roads continue to hold this dis- 
tinction. A blue book has been 
issued by the board of trade 
which contains some very inter- 
esting statistics in the matter and 
shows by comparison to the total 
number of travellers how few are 
killed by the British roads. 

In the 31 years ending witb 
1904 only one passenger was 
killed on the average in every 
36,464,892 journeys made, and 
only one injured in every 1,127,- 
464 journeys. Last year, when 
39 passengers were killed—the 
highest number since 1889—the 
average of killed to passenger 
journeys was only one in 30,744,- 
156, and the average of persons 
injured, one in 3,027,834. 

This infinitesimal risk is really 
less than these figures indicate, 
since they take no account of the 


journeys made by seasen ticket 
holders. 

Four collisions and derailments 
were responsible for 38 out of the 
39 passengers killed last year. In 
1904 only three passengers were 
killed, but the number injured 
was 138 greater than in 1905. Al- 
together, 1,099 persons were kil- 
led and 6,450 injured in railway 
accidents—figures which are be- 
low the average for the previous 
nine years.

Through coming into contact 
with electric “live” rails on the 
Lancashire, London and South- 
western, Metropolitan, Metropoli- 
tan District, and Northeastern 
railways, two persons were killed 
and 18 injured. In 1904, when 
only two of these railways were 
using electric power, eight per- 
sons were killed and 20 injured

AND FEDERAL ELECTIONS 


Under the heading of “Scan- 
Jalous but Unscandalized,” the 
Calgary Herald delivers itself of 
th» following, which is copied 
with apparent approval by the 
focal Conservative organ : 

“The present entire lack of sys- 
tem in the preparation of voters’ 
lists in Alberta is a scandal in the 
midst of a most scandalously in- 
different community. 

“This indifference is the worst 
feature of the whole business. 
There is not the slightest chance 
of the Rutherford government of- 
fering of its own motion to put a 
decent system in its place. The 
current condition of affairs suits 
their purposes far too well for 
them to think of altering it, un- 
less a strong pressure of public 
opinion is brought to bear on the 
matter. As it stands at present, 
a short time before an election 
comes off, ‘enumerators’ are ap- 
pointed from among the hungry 
horde of heelers who up to date 
have not yet had a lock-in at the 
public trough. These gentlemen 
go forth and proceed to ‘enumer- 
ate.’ The majority of ordinary 
citizens would not know one of 
them from a_ bale of hay, and 
when, where, or how, they do 
their ‘enumerating’ remains one 
of the mysteries of the Grit com- 
miitee rooms. As a result of their 
labors, certain lists of names are 
drawn up, which are facetiously 
known voters’ lists. They 
bristle with notations, but the 
chances are that the best known 
residents of the place are not on 
them at all. But it really cuts 
no ice whether a man’s nanie 1s 1n 


as 


a vote as any Pole or Ruthenian 
among them.” 

The effect of this fusilade is 
spoiled by the circumstance that 
while it is directed against the 
Provincial government the sub- 
ject which occasioned it is one 
with which the Provinciai gov- 
ernment has nothing to do. The 
attack is directed toward the Pro- 
vincial government but the sub- 
ject of the attack is the manner 
of conduct of federal elections. 
The government of Alberta has 
contended that this province was 
entitled to and has received all 
the rights, powers and privileges 
intended by the makers of con- 
federation and has shown a dis- 
position to exercise these rights 
and powers to the fullest extent. 
But to be informed that their jur- 
isdiction extends even to the con- 
trol of elections for the House of 
Commons will we fancy come as 
something of a surprise to Prem- 
ier Rutherford and his colleagues. 
Such it might well be were the 
information from a less unreliable 
source than the Calgary Herald. 
Were such the case we doubt not 
a special session of the Provincial 
legislature would be called forth- 
with, a new redistribution — bill 
rushed through and the number 
of members from Alberta to the 
House of Commons doubled or 
trebled before the meeting of par- 
liament in November. 

That any such action will be 
taken we have serious doubts, for 
clause 7 of The Alberta Act 
Says: 

“Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, the quali- 
fications of voters for the election 
of members to the House of Com- 
mons and the proceedings at and 
in connection with election< of 
such members shall, mutatis mu 
tandis, be those prescribed by law 
at the time this Act comes into 
force with respect to such elections 
in the North-West Territories.” 

As between the Herald and 
Parliament, it 1s probable that the 
government, the public and the 
courts will acknowledge the auth- 
ority of the latter and the Pro- 
vincial Jegislature will not be 
called on to determine how and 
how many members of the Do» 
minion Parliament shall be elect- 
ed from Alberta. That the Herald 
should clash with the Act is not 
at all surprising. A journal so 
hard up for a complaint is likely 
to clash with anything. 

To inform the electors that they 
are a “scandalously indifferent 
community’ who would not know 
an enumerator “from a bale of 
hay,’ may be the Heraid’s_ re- 
venge on the electors for their 
treatment of its friends last No- 
vember, but it scarcely appears 
germane to the discussion of the 
merits or demerits of an electoral 
system. 

As for the Federal election sys- 
tem which it misconstrues as the 
Provincial system: the Herald of- 
fers two criticisms: First that the 
enumerators do not do their work 
properly ; and, second, that it does 
not matter whether they do or not.

Mr. Nairn advises a 
change of seed every two years. A, 
uumber of turmers in a district could. 
co-operate and get a car lot. ‘he Al- 
berta Milling Company are anticipat 
ivy bringing in seed wheat from Bran- 
don, and selling it at cost to farmers. 
in this way the strength and virility 
of the wheat will be maintainea and 
increased. 


It is gratifying to know that in- 
creased cultivation of the wheat jands 
produces a better milling wheat each 
year. Millers assert wnat Alberta 
wheat is improving eacii year, and an- 
nually a larger percentage of the yield 
grades No. 1 and No. 2. 

It is some times alleged by farmers 
thut there fg a combine among the 
local millers. With tne facilities for 
shipment at the disposal of the farmer 
he should be able to upset any such 
combine, as the farmer can “also ship. 
But in shipping it is to be remember- 
that many considerations complicate 
the situation. It may de the grade is 
rejected when the shipper does not ex- 
pect it, or it may be excessive dock- 
age. One car shipped by one of the 
Edmonton mills was docked 40 bush- 
els. It is safe fo say the average dock- 
age is from 3 to 4} per cent of the car 
lot. 

Looking over the whole situation 
the future of the miiling trade is 
bright and it shquld be able to han- | 
dle the greater part of the home 
grown product. 

Speaking of the Japanese market 
Mr. Campbell and Mr. Nairn thought 
there is a future for trade in that 
direction. When the western mills be- 
come large enough to manufacture a 
sufficient quantity of low grade flour 
to fill the orders that come from Ja- 
pan, and also when the Japanese be- 
gin to use more high grade flour Mr. 
Campbell thinks vapan will not be a 
serious competitor with Canada until 
they find a market for mill offal which 
will take an indefinitely long period.

There is a2 strip 
of very g7od land running traversely 
a2eross the townships, and acjoining it 
ig much jand of inferior quality, All 
the land cannot ve called the best but 
which in gome respects is the pest. I 
refer to the land having a black soil 
of a foot or so in depth. This Jand may 
mature its crups earier, and respond 
| more quickly to agricultural effort than 
gone of the better land having a sur- 
face goil of 30 or 49 inches.

1 have nothing to sell, 
I have lived in. many countries and I 
am! free to say that there is no partof 
the world to which a man can turn 
more -hopefullly at the present time 


than to western Canada: In Califor- 
nia it costs us 4$0 per acre to clear 


the land and we thought we were 
getting off cheap at that. When we 
had got it cleared we found that

| and it did not pay. In Natal you have 
grasshopners, the drought, the diffi- 
Culty of the labor situation, the cattle 
diseases, such as the rinderpest and 
many other difficulties. You must 
have high land go that in certain sea- 
sons of the year you can escape the 
| dangers of the lowlands anc at other 
; Seasons of the year you must go to the 
lowlands to escape the dangers of the 
highlands. South Africa ig not a 
white man’s country, anything which 
any other man may say to the con- 
Rrary notwithstanding. 

‘‘We have the cold in’ winter, but it 
is not impossible to guard againgt the 
cold, and it hurts nobody. We also | 
have the mosjuitoes in summer, which 
are unjuestionably a greater plague, 
but not such as d oany real harm 
to anyone. The inconvenience from 
which we suffer are temporary, while 
the advantages which we have will 
| last as long as the world endures. We 
have something better than a gold 
mine for the gold mine may become 
| exhausted, but the plains will al- 
| ways be with us to deed our cattle and 
Curselves. : 

“Many people have written to me 
during the past few years for infor- 
mation regarding the west, and in re- 
-plying, while giving them ail the in- 
formation in my power I have always 
| advised them to put themselves in com- 
|imunication with the commissioner’ of 
immigration at Winnipeg. As an evi- 
dence of the manner in which the com- 
; missioner has discharged his duties, an 
illustration occurs to me at the present | 
moment. A couple of years ago when 
I was in the city several young Swedes 
were sent to me for information re- 
garding the west. We sat talking un- 
til 10 o’clock at night when I said that 
I was sorry that I had kept them so 
| long as it was then so late that they } 
| would then be unable to see the com- 
| missioner that night as they had =] 
| ranged. They said that they intend- 
jed to see him that night. “But his | 
willl be ciosed,” I sus- 
gested. ‘‘We are to call on him “| 
his own house,”’ they repliei. ‘He said 
that he would sse us even if it was 
md-nilight when we arrived.” I are | 
that this is a typical of the2 com- 
missioner’s discharge of the duties of 
his position. It is a common gaying 
that every colonist who méets him 
|feels that he has a personal friend 
| in the city and no intending immigrant 
could possibly do better than to enter j 
into correspondence with him.”
